The statute authorizing the granting 
license teach the public schools may pro- 
vide for the revocation thereof certain con- 
tingencies, and the licensee, accepting and 
acting under the license, assents the condi- 
tions imposed, including 
Stone Fritts (82 792), Ind. 

Under Burns’ Ann. St. 1901, 5905f, au- 
thorizing the county superintendent schools 
revoke teachers’ licenses for specified causes, 
the act the superintendent revoking 
license not judicial the technical sense 
the word, but the superintendent may revoke 
the license only for statutory cause, and, 
attempts proceed other grounds, his 
action without jurisdiction, and 
cient showing equity may intervene; but, 
where proceeds hear charge within the 
statute and reasonable notice, the accused 
must follow the procedure provided the 
school laws, and, aggrieved, must prosecute 
appeal the state superintendent, pro- 
vided such laws.—Stone Fritts. 


The laws 1901 authorize the county su- 
perintendent schools revoke teachers’ li- 
censes for incompetency and general neglect 
the business the school.

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THE MAN WHO KNOWS 


Architect Wilbur Mills, Columbus, Ohio 


There was time, and that not many years 
ago, the majority our American 
and towns saw very little expert skill employed 
the designing buildings for school pur- 
poses. Indeed, even now one often meets peo- 
ple who unblushingly proclaim that “most any- 
one” can design build building 
since “nothing but collection plain, 
rectangular rooms, few entrances, exits, 
ete. And worst all, these people 
actually seem believe what they say, in- 
credible that may seem. The existence 
such sentiments altogether too many other- 
wise enlightened communities, unfortunately 
renders still possible the erection so-called 
buildings which, those who know, 
plainly and loudly proclaim their hideous defi- 
ance all laws art, hygiene, ventilation, 
and, some even common sense. 

The adage, “If ignorance bliss, ’tis folly 
cannot excuse palliate such 
conditions, for which the lives 
and health your children and your neigh- 
bor’s children are stake. your duty 
know. one ean tell how many 
ruined eyesight, tuberculosis (consumption), 
female disorders, nervous 
yes, even great and dangerous epidemics,—owe 
their beginnings continuation such mis- 
erable excuses school buildings. Cases have 
been known which contagious diseases have 
been carried from one season another 


‘unsanitary rooms. 


Only recently the entire country 
horrified the frightful catastrophe Collin- 
wood, which more than 160 children and one 
teacher lost their lives fire, and after all 
proper allowance made for the effect panic 
and other extenuating circumstances, ap- 
pears established, beyond the possibility 
doubt, that such calamity could have 
building properly designed and 
and undoubtedly true that 
the absence many more such catastrophes 
eredited cause but the absence 
trouble motion. Have you such building 
your town? sure about it, and, so, 
all you ean see that soon replaced 
with one the right sort. The lives your 
children may the price pay for your 
neglect this all-important duty. 

The Man Who Knows. 

matter how small inexpensive your 
building must be,—if contain only one 
schoolroom,—you are grossly negligent unless 
you make every provision known the archi- 
tect’s and builder’s art provide for the com- 
fort, safety and health the precious chil- 
dren who will use it. Unless you 
your part influencing your board, for 
the very first step, secure the man who 
knows direct, instruct and save them from 
the countless errors and omissions which are 
experienced undertakes the work, you will 
remiss your duty. 

Simple fairness prompts the supposition that 
many school boards really desire to, exercise 
these precautions and secure buildings cor- 
rectly designed and built, but, owing the 
inexperience the individual members,—usu- 
ally men elected serve for short terms only, 
and who are engaged business, the profes- 
sions other callings not any way related 
the designing construction buildings 
—they not know and cannot easily

quickly learn how this result may best ac- 
complished, where the man who knows 
found. These facts, trust, are sufficient 
justification for the following brief statement 
relating architects and their work. 
Complexity the Profession. 

Architects are men who design 
vise the construction buildings for the 
cupation human and other beings, which 
buildings the elements beauty and pleasure 
are importance. early days the archi- 
tect’s work required only mastery building 
construction, supplemented with the knowledge 
how beautify and emphasize that construc- 
tion. But, these times, the designing 
buildings meet modern conditions requires 
the architect thoroughly versed, not 
expert, architecture, art, structural engi- 
neering, electricity and other 
jects such variety and magnitude that one 
might easily imagine the men who presume 
undertake such formidable tasks are like fools 
rushing “where angels fear tread.” 

Indeed, would require more than the life- 
time ordinary man master each one 
the subjects involved the designing 
buildings, were possible accomplish such 
stupendous task any length time, but 
such result is, perhaps, not within the bounds 
human possibilities. quite impossible 
for any man combine very great skill 
several these subjects the 
And therefore find that most architects, 
when upon handle branches work 
which their experience training lim- 
ited, have hesitation retaining experts 
those lines execute that part the work. 

the other hand, many the ablest archi- 
tects deliberately train themselves 
ists buildings requiring proficiency lim- 
ited and definite line work. surely 
easy understand how men such special 
training are able with notable ease and pro- 
ficiency handle the work toward which all 
their training has been inclined, and 
appreciate how much more the perfection and 
suecess building enterprise assured when 
all its details are kept all times within 
the grasp one competent individual. 
men such specialized training that your 
school buildings should designed. 

American Institute Architects. 

While architects are professional men, they 
have organization comparable with trades 
unions other orders involving oaths al- 
legiance requiring unwilling obedience. 
this country the largest and most authoritative 
organization architects the American In- 
stitute Architects, voluntary association 
comprising many but not all the best archi- 
America. Many good architects are 
not members the institute and suffer em- 
barrassment thereby. 

The institute sets certain high profes- 
sional standards, evolved from the experience 
and judgment the best the profes- 
sion, toward which its members are urged— 
not compelled—to aspire. Its work thus 
wholly unselfish, aimed only the uplifting 
and enlightening its members, and the ad- 
vancement the profession architecture. 

like manner the institute 
minimum schedule fees, below which the 
experience thousands demonstrates that its 
members cannot afford work. this sched- 
ule member compelled adhere, but all 
come sooner later, and may exceed it, 


for honest and sufficient compensation; indeed 
adequate living cannot assured otherwise. 


Standards and Undesirables. 

member who sets defiance the stand- 
ards and recommendations the institute 
may expelled therefrom. The institute has, 
however, power, such legal medical 
societies possess some states, prevent 
members thus disgraced from continuing 
practice. Nevertheless, while 
side the institute may practice the profes- 
sion and charge such fees they see 
being accountable only 
standards the institute have 
standards which all American architects are 
measured, both the profession itself and 
the general public, thus demonstrating the just- 
ness and righteousness those standards more 
effectually than the use any force co- 
ercion could ever do. generally this true 
that all architects who practice under 
other standards for lower fees may well 
regarded with caution, and most cases with 
suspicion and distrust. 


rule all architects who work for less 
than the institute schedule fees may 
grouped under three classes: (1) Young in- 
experienced men anxious for start and will- 
ing sacrifice the fee for the experience. (2) 
Those elderly men who fall under the head 
“has beens” and are therefore need. (3)

Any school building which all worthy 
competent architect’s attention merits the 
services the best men your board can induce 
undertake the work. were the finan- 
cial difference necessary secure the best man 
item considerable size, nothing com- 
pared the risks otherwise involved. In- 
experience will certainly display itself every 
important feature your building, besides an- 
noying you constantly its bungling and in- 
efficient management the work itself. Cut 
prices, rebates and graft schemes every sort 
simply put premium dishonest and cheap 
work, which will foisted upon you un- 
expected times and devious ways, you can- 
not discover until too late. power earth 
high grade work, dishonest one hon- 
est work. matter how many “smart” 
“practical” men may sit upon your board, the 
rogue will always beat you. 


Perhaps there class buildings more 
worthy the best efforts the educated 
specialist than our 
and the advancement made some 
our cities the last few years shows what 
may done when the highest skill the 
specially trained architect bear 
upon this problem. What has been done 
some cities may done all. What may 
done the cities also possible the towns, 
and what possible the towns may even 
done the country. Every board member, 
every teacher, every citizen should make 
part his business—as certainly part 


his duty—to help forward the cause

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‘DICTIONARY WORK THE CLASS- 
ROOM. 
Taber. 

has only been within the last few years, 
that any general attempt has been made 
place the dictionary the hands the indi- 
vidual pupil. fact, many reasons were ad- 
vanced teachers and educators, why the 
pupil should not have access the dictionary. 
Hardly one these arguments would lis- 
tened with patience the modern teacher 
today, and the introduction abridgments 
has swept away every particle doubt the 
subject. There are but few graded schools 
today, where the individual use the diction- 
ary not encouraged, and many schools 
made compulsory. 

The use the dictionary the classroom, 
however, still its infancy, and not many 
teachers know how secure the best results 
from its use. fact, the the diction- 
ary has been largely experiment class- 
work, but there gradually being evolved 
practical method which the greatest results 
will obtained with the least waste time. 
Just what these methods should be, may dis- 
future article, but the purpose 
this short monograph, simply pave the 
way more general study the subject. 

number years ago, one our large 
cities, there were two young men, who had been 
deprived the advantages common school 
education. Every moment was being occupied 
earning livelihood, but realization 
their educational deficiencies led them se- 
riously consider the prospect securing 
broader life and its complex prob- 
lems. Too poor pay for tuition, the only 
available prospect for education seemed hid- 
den between the covers Webster’s Unabridged 
Dictionary, copy which they owned. Mak- 
ing the best this opportunity, they resolved 
courage that would have daunted the ordi- 
nary college youth, they began their self-ap- 
pointed task. Word word and page page 
was persistently read and carefully studied. 
Months and even years passed, but every night 
after day toil, saw these two boys reading 
the dictionary, and not until the last word 
the Z’s had been reached, did they cease their 
labor. 

These boys are now men. Practically, the 
only education they ever had, aside from life’s 
lessons, they obtained from the dictionary, but 
today they are considered among the most cul- 
tured and wealthiest men their city. Sounds 


like fairy story, does not? And yet there 


are thousands prominent men, whose only 
schooling has been the three R’s and the care- 
ful use and study the dictionary, and after 
all has been said about the so-called fads 
and frills the three R’s and 
the dictionary always will the real basis, 
the true foundation every educational sys- 
tem. For some time, those charge the 
more advanced schools have been fully alive 
these facts, but there are thousands 
schools where the dictionary still considered 
adjunct—purely reference work. 

School boards should awaken the necessity 
dictionary work, and where principals and 
superintendents not lay any stress upon the 
subject, they should insist that the use the 
dictionary made compulsory. The dictionary 
not the same textbook and does not 
take any special training education see 
the necessity for its use. Dispense with the 
fads and frills necessary, but give the pupils 
thorough training the elements and use 
the English language. 

The board can least see that every room 
supplied with one large unabridged diction- 
ary, and then instruct the superintendent

see that every pupil and above the fourth 
grade, provided with small dictionary for 
individual use. The methods using the dic- 
tionary the class can left the princi- 
pals and teachers. 

The board should see, however, that diction- 
aries used are uniform. have seen 


many six different dictionaries one class, 
which was constructed different 
principles from the other, 
many respects. should the duty 
every board require the superintendent and 
principal make careful examination and 
comparison the various school dictionaries 
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the market, and report their conclusion 
the board. The board should then satisfy them- 
selves the merits the books, and form- 
ally adopt the accepted dictionaries for 
riod years. Only uniformity can good 
work obtained. 

The great foreign influx into nearly every 
community will time vitiate the pronuncia- 
tion, unless and practical work 
done our schools maintain the highest 
standard English. Many teachers not 
know how use the dictionary for class work. 
Thousands them are ignorant the real 
necessity for such work and many more are 
indifferent. the school boards and the super- 
intendents must look for the first practical 
steps this pioneer work. 

French and German, faney and 
painting, are all right their place, but the 
boy girl whose school years are 
limited, least entitled elementary 
training the correct use the English 
language, and this can obtained better 
way than conjunction with the use the 
dictionary. Mr. Director, Mr. Selectman, 
the next time you attend board meeting, ask 
your superintendent what doing for his 
pupils dictionary work. Find out for your- 
self how many dictionaries are being used, 
what they are and all about the subject and 
you can awaken your teachers the neces- 
sity for this kind work, you will doing 
service for your community that cannot 
estimated mere dollars and cents.

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HEATING AND VENTILATION, 

The Michigan state board health has is- 
sued authoritative statement the heating 
and ventilation schoolhouses and other public 
buildings. The opinions and recommendations 
are based upon the experience the board 
examining hundreds existing buildings 
passing upon plans submitted for approval. The 
document reproduced here, part, the 
hope that may prove suggestive, well 

Methods Disapproved. 

The direct method heating not approved, 
for the reason that does not provide for the 
supply fresh air the rooms. recom- 
mended that the indirect method heating 

The direct-indirect method heating not 
approved for the reason that de- 
pended upon furnish sufficient amount 
fresh air, the proper temperature, any 
time, and for the further reason that very 
unreliable during the prevalence high winds. 
The same recommendation made the 
preceding paragraph. 


Faults Fan Ventilation. 

past years objections have been made 
the fan method heating the following 
grounds: First, That complicated, and 
therefore requires skilled help for its proper 
and maintenance. Second, That there 
certainty: that the fan will always 
motion during the time when ventilation may 
necessary, and that when the fan not 
motion the flow air through the fan, heat- 
ing coils and flues somewhat limited area, 
would insufficient maintain the air 
the rooms pure condition. 
Third, That the construction and maintenance 
the fan and accessories involve expenses 
which are not necessary the ventilation 
properly planned and constructed. There are, 
however, certain rooms buildings, assem- 
bly rooms and laboratories, which the air 
could not changed sufficiently often nat- 
ural draft, and for such buildings forced 
draft considered necessary. 


Regulation Temperature. 

Many plans include provision for the reg- 
ulation the temperature the air rooms 
other than shutting off the steam from the 
indirect radiators the closing the 
register slats. This not approved for the 
reason that the air supplies will thus cur- 
tailed cut off entirely. recommended 
that by-passes provided, that either cold 
tempered air may discharged into the 
rooms when the temperature the air the 
rooms may high. any building con- 
taining large number rooms, where the 
regulation the temperature hand would 
not likely receive proper attention, sys- 
tem automatic temperature regulation would 
desirable. 

Source Air Supplies. 

The taking fresh air supplies from base- 
ment corridors, from basement rooms not 
specially prepared and set apart for the pur- 
pose not approved, for the reason that the 
air such places liable serious contam- 
ination and may easily become infected the 
dust tracked from outdoors. recom- 
mended that the fresh air supplies taken 
from outside the buildings, points far re- 
moved from possiblé sources contamination, 
and conveyed the indirect radiators air- 
tight metallic tubes, preferably galvanized 
sheet iron, with which material, also, the radi- 
ators should incased. Wherever practicable, 
the indirect radiators should placed spe- 
cial fresh air rooms, which have cemented 
floors, plastered ceilings, well screened windows 
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and tight fitting doors. Such rooms 
kept under lock and key and frequently 
cleansed. Common sense would dictate that 
such rooms should never used for storage 
purposes. 

Use Wooden Flues. 

The use wooden flues for the conveyance 
fresh air from outdoors the warming 
chambers and for the removal vitiated air 
from the rooms not approved, for the reason 
that the wood will shrink and cause openings 
which tend break the draft the flues, and, 
the case the fresh-air flues, permit the 
entrance the flues air from undesirable 
sources. recommended that all flues 
brick galvanized sheet iron. 


Location Fresh-air Registers. 

The placing fresh-air registers the 
floors the rooms not approved, for the 
reason that the flues under them will re- 
ceptacles for dust and dirt, possibly infected, 
from the sweeping floors and from the shoes 
persons walking over them; they may also 
become receptacles for the sputa persons suf- 
fering from pulmonary diseases, and later dis- 
tribute the infective particles the dried 
sputa throughout the rooms and thus jeopardize 
the lives others. recommended that 
they the walls, height not less 
than six feet from the floor line. 


Location Vitiated-air Registers. 

The placing vitiated-air registers the 
floors not approved, for the reason that the 
air passing from the rooms the vertical 
flues must make two square turns, thereby re- 
ducing its velocity very considerably. 


The placing vitiated-air registers any 


point above floor line not approved, for 


reason that the fresh air will escape from the 
rooms before has passed over the floors, and 
leave strata comparatively cold and stag- 
nant air below the registers. They are some- 
times placed beth the ceiling and floor levels 
the same rooms, for summer and winter use, 
but, unless the greatest care exercised, both 
are liable open the same time, and the 
bulk the air will pass out the ceiling 
registers, with the result mentioned the first 
part this paragraph. Summer ventilation 
can best accomplished open windows, and 
for winter use, the vitiated-air registers should, 
every instance, the walls the floor 
levels. 
Location Vertical Flues. 

The placing the vertical ventilating flues 
outside walls not approved, for the reason 
that the air them may cooled down 
the point retarding reversing the draft. 
inside walls, and nearly opposite the win- 
dows, exposed walls the rooms, 
possible. this arrangement the inflowing 
air will follow the natural movement air 
the rooms, viz., first, upward the ceilings, 
thence across the rooms the exposed walls, 
thence downward the floors, and, finally, 
back the sides which entered the rooms. 

Limited Area Flues. 

many plans the ventilating flues are too 
small for the proper ventilation the rooms 
natural draft alone. The mistake also 
frequently made providing flues the same 
areas for rooms the same size and general 
character, but different floors. recom- 
mended that all ventilating flues 
proper areas effect changes air equal 
least 1-3 cubic feet per minute for each 
person ordinary day and sleeping rooms, 
when the difference between the temperatures 
the outdoor air and that the flues 
not greater than degrees. With greater

Non-Partisan.— The non-partisan election 
plan has been held ideal, bringing, 
does and should, the school system nearer the 
people, whose pride is, and who maintain it, 
and freeing the school board presumably from 
partisan influences. But even this plan has 
demonstrated certain defects, and cannot 
considered ideal, unless voters give full and dis- 
criminating expression their choice. Ap- 
pointments made the non-partisan basis 
have also proven most satisfactory.

Many 
boards are composed men who have formed 
wide acquaintance with people and affairs, 
and who have passed through many varied ex- 
periences their own school life and the 
rearing children. Such men, the selec- 
tion teachers, can great assistance 
the superintendent obtaining for children 
the best possible service.” 

Another educator says: 
awake, interested school officers, our schools 
can not make much progress. are glad 
that have many officers who are truly in- 
terested the welfare the schools. want 
school officers who uphold the teacher all 
reasonable rules and regulations even the 
penalty fall the heads their own chil- 
dren. want school officers who will encour- 
age the school teachers professional reading 
and attendance teachers’ meetings and in- 
stitutes. Yes, officers who will insist these 
things rather than oppose them. want of- 
ficers who will themselves read educational

Scandals.—The attitude which school boards 
taken scandals involving the moral 
conduct schoolroom workers has not always 
been wisely taken. The baleful influences 
scandals frequently spread like prairie fire, 
and more especially when originated 
school circles, which ought above re- 
proach. 

Public investigations here are public calami- 
ties. School boards merely spread demoraliz- 
ing influence giving publicity the nature 
the charges.

Tenure.—The term school director ranges 
from one six years.

Visiting— The practice which prevails 
many school districts which school directors 
visit the schools has two-fold advantage. The 
visiting director familiarized with the sani- 
tary and utilitarian conditions the building 
and can more readily appreciate needed repairs 
and improvements. His visits may also prove 
valuable that his presence may become 
encouragement and stimulus both teachers 
and pupils. While may not posi- 
tion add the theoretical labors the 
school his observations from the practical side 
may service. North Dakota and other 
states the school law requires that each mem- 
ber school board shall visit the schools 
under its control least twice year, and the 
board shall provide that each such schools 
shall visited committee three more 
members least during each term. 

many other localities, the absence 
specific laws the subject, members the 
school board are supposed devote themselves 
the general interests the schools, and 
visit the same often practicable. They 
must attend all exercises the schools 
and all their power acquaint them- 
selves with the conduct and discipline the 
schools, and promote their efficiency. 

Women.—Women are eligible membership 
school boards thirty states, and twenty 
these women are now serving boards. 
the subject women school boards, 
Winship says: “Women rule are more 
constant attendance, more likely interest 
themselves the professional side, less given 
petty schemes, and easier obtain 
first-class women than men. Only the first-class 
woman can elected, while fourth-class man 
may be.”

This schoolhouse was designed and erected 
under the direction President John Kirk 
the Kirksville Normal School, exemplify 
the best things which school board and 
teacher can and for rural school.

The classroom approximately 23x27 feet 
size, and lighted six large windows 
the north side. Direct sunlight enters the room 
through the entry doors the morning and 
through the rear ground glass the after- 
noon. The children face the east, with 
light from their left. the the 
teacher’s closet deserves mention. The upper

The entire building heated furnace 
placed alcove the Fresh air 
taken through asbestos covered duct and 
projected into the room point about eight 
feet above the floor. The fresh air vent 
directly opposite the windows, that the cur- 
rent follows the natural direction across the 
room, down front the windows and back 
across the floor the foul air vent. This lat-

their responsibility safeguarding the lives 
school children has the Collinwood fire. 
The Iroquois theatre fire Chicago had some 
influence directing attention precautions 
against panics, but the total effect upon the 
schools was small indeed. 

The necessity adequate protection 
schoolhouses against fire has been pointed out 
the columns THE Boarp 
NAL upon various occasions. Only last De- 
cember urged the necessity attention 
the risk from fire from monetary standpoint. 
was stated that more than ten millions 
dollars worth school property destroyed 
annually fire. 

The present duty school boards plain. 
Old buildings must put the best pos- 
sible condition, and new structures must 
fireproofed entirely. More can done im- 
prove old buildings than first apparent. 
Boiler-rooms and heating ducts can en- 
closed with non-combustible material rubbish 
can removed from basements, attics and 
closets; outside and inside standpipes can 
erected electric wiring can insulated iron 
fire stairs can built; fire gongs, chemical 
extinguishers and hose can installed, 

Probably the greatest source conflagra- 
tions schools may found the heating 
apparatus. the fire danger 
schools much smaller than dwellings, 
stores and factories, because very little inflam- 
mable material need stored and exposed 
where can ignited. the vast majority 
instances, the heating apparatus fault, 
and this attention should first directed. 
ought fixed policy place the boil- 
ers and furnaces new schools outside the 
main building. But, while this impossible 
old structures, the firerooms can readily 
isolated brick walls, fireproof ceilings and 
steel-covered doors. Pipes and flues can and 
should covered with asbestos some other 
incombustible material. the same manner, 
fresh-air rooms and blower rooms can safe- 
guarded. 

The inspections school buildings which 
have been conducted practically every city 
and village the country have proven con- 
clusively that school boards have been lax 
protecting the schoolhouses against fire. Neg- 
lect, some localities criminal neglect, the 
plain provisions state laws and city 
building ordinances have been 
Very few instances willful and intentional 
disobedience the law have been found. 
most cities the lack funds, and the inevita- 
ble cheapening process which consequent, 
have been fault. 

this connection, should remembered 
that while cheap inflammable building can 
insured, the lives children cannot

protected insurance. easy replace 
burned building. But, who will replace 
single life? money spent fireproofing 
schoolhouses, providing safe fire escapes, etc., 
cheap life insurance the children com- 
mitted the care school board. 


SCHOOLHOUSE NUMBER. 

The current issue THE Boarp 
JOURNAL the annual schoolhouse number, 
published emphasize the importance sub- 
stantial, sanitary school buildings, well 
present some the best current buildings 
design, arrangement and equipment. 

There lacking among the general school 
public knowledge the first principles 
the architecture, arrangement and decoration 
schools. School superintendents and prin- 
cipals and school board committees are called 
upon advise about the erection new 
building, without having knowledge 
the underlying principles. consequence, 
they not possess independent discrimi- 
nating judgment and accept faulty and even 
meretricious plans and designs. The architect 
general practice deserves the same criti- 
cism. even more fault, because 
his business know the constituent elements 
and the underlying secrets such ordinary 
utilitarian buildings schoolhouses. 

The physical side education has not re- 
ceived that attention from school men which 
deserves. The strictly pedagogic aspects 
have taken the attention the profes- 
sional school workers completely that they 
have little time for anything else. And still, 
the physical conditions school exert 
strong influence upon the character school 
Inadequate ventilation, poor lighting, 
insufficient heat, incorrect seating will ruin, 
large extent, the endeavors the best 
teachers. The leaders educational thought 
are well aware this and are bending their 
efforts secure wider study school 
hygiene. 

the present issue Boarp 
JOURNAL contributes only little the for- 
mation strong public opinion among 
school authorities for better schoolhouses, its 
mission performed.

FIRE DRILLS. 

The loss life entailed the burning 
the Lakeview school Collinwood, Ohio, has 
proven anew the necessity carefully worked 
out fire drills. reasonably certain that 
loss life the Cleveland suburb would not 
have taken place the fire drills held had 
been well thought out and regularly practiced. 

preparing set rules for fire drills, 
should remembered that every detail 
must well understood and every emergency 
anticipated. The signals should such 
nature give warning the impassa- 
bility any exit. The gongs ought ac- 
cessible from every floor, especially from the 
basement where the janitor located. Every 
teacher should understand her duty and know 
her place exactly. would well some 
the older and stronger boys were instructed 
look after the opening outer doors, 
stand turns the stairs, etc. 

Above all, should impressed upon the 
teaching corps that coolness 
most instances the fire danger small 
compared the perils panic, which 
children may trampled upon crushed 
clogged doorway. 


SMALL BOARD FOR NEW YORK. 

The agitation for smaller board educa- 
tion for New York City has culminated 
the introduction bill the state legis- 
lature providing that the present board’s 
membership reduced fifteen.

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THE LESSON THE COLLIN- 
WOOD FIRE 


Architect Willard Hirsh, Cleveland. 


Thousands carpenters, mason 


workers have been hastily employed all over the 
world, working school buildings, putting 
them better condition effort avoid 
the disaster enacted last month 
Collinwood. 

The Cleveland firm Searles, Hirsh 
Gavin, architects, which member, 
was employed, short time prior the fire, 
make plans for addition the now destroyed 
building, which was designed several years ago 
another architect. were thus obliged 
take careful measurements the then exist- 
ing building, from which have prepared the 
diagrams shown below. 

brief description the building will 
interesting, that shows the great danger 
many existing which 
are far inferior construction. 


The Building. 


The Collinwood school contained eight class- 
rooms, was two stories high, built brick with 
slate roof. All classrooms and halls were sur- 
rounded with brick walls. small auditorium 
was located the attic. 

The wainscots and the ceilings some 
the rooms were Georgia pine. The basement 
ceiling was plastered. Steel beams, resting 
the brick walls, supported wood floor joists, over 
which two thicknesses flooring were nailed. 

Two steam boilers, incased heavy asbestos, 
heated the building. These were cement 
pit, located the center the basement, be- 
neath the octagon hall. They were surrounded 
with wood picket fence, placed well away 
from the boilers. There were metal hot-air 
pipes, and heat was supplied brick flues and 
radiators placed the rooms. 

There were two open wood staircases gen- 
erous width. The front staircase, marked “A” 
plan, extended from the basement the 
third floor, and thus served open flue 
from cellar attic. The rear staircase, marked 
“B” the plan, did not continue the base-

The Exits. 

There were two ex- 
its 
each which was 
reached going down 
few steps from the 
first floor landing 
the ground 
From there doors open- 
ing directly through 
vestibule gave outside 
access. All doors 
swung out. 

One member our firm was eyewitness 
the horrible fire, and the writer has inter- 
viewed many people who were present, and also 
assisted the subsequent investigation. 

thorough investigation was once insti- 
tuted the school board and the village attor- 
ney and second one the county coroner. 

The entire structure was mass flames 
from cellar roof within twenty minutes from 
the time the fire was first discovered. From 
what knowledge have, the calamity seems 
have occurred the following manner: 

Fire was discovered the basement, and 
the janitor gave the fire alarm. Smoke once 
came the front stairs, marked “A,” which 
opened directly the basement. Some the 
first floor pupils were able leave this en- 
trance, rushing down few steps the land- 
ing ground level and out doors. This 
entry was almost immediately mass flames 
the fire shot from basement and out 
the open doors. 

The other entrance doors were located stairs 
“B,” which did not open the basement, and 
consequently was shut off from fire for some 
time. 

The Doors. 

These were double doors, one which was 
equipped with bolts top and bottom, 
the custom. Testimony regarding this exit 
conflicting. Some witnesses positively assert 
that one door was bolted when the fire began, 
and others, who arrived later on, state that 
both the doors were open. 

The doors were about five feet wide and lo- 
cated between brick walls ten feet apart. Con- 
sequently the space each side the doors was 
filled out with glass sidelights, shown

diagram. These sidelights formed partial ob- 
struction pupils descending the entrance. 

The front entrance, “A,” being almost imme- 
diately filled with flames, the pupils rushed 
confusion for exit “B.” 

teacher who was rescued ‘states that she 
found one two had fallen the steps lead- 
ing exit “B.” she stooped assist them 
the pupils rushing from behind her knocked 
her down the steps, and many were soon piled 
heap upon her, obstructing the only re- 
maining exit. Another teacher the 
floor states that upon finding the smoke the 
halls she told her pupils rush for their lives. 
Thirty-two her forty-three pupils were lost 
the subsequent panic. Very few the 
pupils had sense enough enter the first floor 
rooms and jump from the windows. 

Forty-one pupils were temporarily located 
the third floor. Eleven them rushed into the 
halls, and the other thirty, who obeyed the 
teacher, marched down the outside fire escape 
safety. 

The Number Victims. 


There were 363 pupils enrolled, and the 
day the fire 347 were present charge 
nine teachers. 

One hundred and sixty-six pupils and two 
teachers were lost. 

The intense rapidity the fire cannot 
explained. cause cannot determined. 
Many believe originated from the heating 
system boilers, but proof has been offered 
the contrary. 

Notwithstanding the rapid spread the fire, 
all could have been saved had there been 
panic. The pupils fell the staircases, piling

Few Recommendations. 

1st. Fireproof every boiler room, and sep- 
arate from the building possible. 

2d. Make buildings plain, omit towers, and 
build fireproof. Plain fireproof structures, with 
the best sanitation, ventilation, heating and 
lighting, with flat roofs, omitting the high slate 
roof with useless attics and towers, would cost 
not exceed per cent more. 

3d. Omit all open stairs leading basement 
and close off with fireproof doors and partitions. 

4th. Provide outside exits each room; 
plan the building that halls are never used 
dismissing school. This can done without 
using the fire escapes, and with increase 
the size the building. 

5th. Fire drills are little use when smoke 
and flames are the halls. Confusion and 
follow. March away from the danger and 
not into it—that the first impulse. 

6th. Replace wood wainscoting and ceiling 
work with plaster. Remove all wood basement 
partitions. Keep all rubbish out the build- 
ing; separate shed needed; not oil 
floors; swing all doors outward, and provide 
generous first floor exits.
